“Ow Ottawa Letter. 


-— q 


. Ottawa, Aug. 28.—It is; gener- 
ally’ conceded that the present 
House of Commons is the strong- 
est House elected since Confed- 
aration.’ This-is due’more to the 
high average of membership than 
to the outstanding sureriority/ of 
afew men. Nearly every. pro- 
fession and large business enter- 
prise of the country is represent- 
ed and there is scarcely a sub- 
ject upon which some member is 
able to speak as an expert. 

As. usual, in Canada, the 
physicians are much in evidence. 
The country doctor is a good 
campaigner and no man is ina 
better position to know what is 
the real sentiment of his riding. 
One of the shrewdest politicians 
in Ontariois Dr. J. W. Barr of 
Dufferin. He knows instinctively 
how a proposition will strike the 
average voter in Western Ontario 
and while inclined to be pro- 
gressive along the lines of public 
control of public utilities, he is 
nota visionary. Not long ago 
L’ Action Sociale, an independent 
and influential newspaper of 
Quebec held up Dr. Barr as an 
example to the French speaking 
members. It pointed out that 
while making no pretentions to 
greatness, he had proposed an 
amendment to the Railway ct 
respecting the crossing of rail- 
ways by rural telephones and the 
like which had been well thought 
out and which he presented to 
the House in good shape having 
carried on correspondence with 
many people and municipalities 
throughout the Dominion. This 
newspaper advised the Quebec 
members to busy themselves in a 
similar way and to become iden- 
tified with some useful legislation. 
Personally Dr. Barr is quite 
popular with his colleagues and 
with the press and is frequently 
consulted on matters of public 
policy. : 


Another physician who has 
long been a national figure in 
politics is Dr. Sproule of East 
Grey. The Doctor entered the 
House in 1878 and is only out- 
ranked in length of service by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Mr. Paterson 
and Hon. John Haggart. One 
would infer that he must be a 
good doctor when he has retained 
his health and strength after 
more than thirty years of contin- 
uous Parliamentary service. He 
has seen many strong men break 
down under less strain, for the 
life at Ottawa taxes the, strength 
and saps the health of many 
members. Dr. Sproule doesnot 
save himself,:but is unremitting 
in his attendance upon the House 
and ‘the Railway Committee. 
Although the head of the Orange 
Order he is generally popular 
with the members from Quebec. 
He has thoroughly mastered all 


the details of governmental ad-}. 


ministration and is probably 
better posted upon the rules and 
precedents of the House than 
almost any other member. 


A popular member conspicuous 
by his great size and unfailing 
good humor is Dr. Rankin, the 
Liberal member for Perth, who 
defeated Alex. Maclaren. He 
must have been a formidable 
campaigner, and while he has not 
taken an active part in the pro- 
ceedings of the House, he is very 
faithful in his attendance. ” 


The next session of Parliament 
The 
decennial revision of the Bank 
Act will attract unuaua!l attention. 


‘| It is safe to say that Mr. Fielding 


will propose few changes, but 
many others will be sug- 
gested by private members and 
some of them will find support on 
both sides of the House. One 
reform which may be urged will 
relate to the matter of savings 
banks. At present a large part of 
the savings banks business is be- 
ing transacted by the chartered 
banks. It is believed by many 
that the chartered banks should 
confine themselves to commercial 
business, and that.in some way 
long-time deposits should be con- 
served for people who desire 
long-time loans upon real estate 
security for buying and improv- 
ing theirhomes, It is also felt 
that the Government savings 
banks, including the post office, 
are not getting their share of the 
business and that this is due in a 
large degree to defects in admin- 
istration. Government inspection 
of banks may also be insisted 
upon in view of recent disclos- 
ures as to the Ontario Bank and 
the defunct Bank of St. Johne, 
Que. Mr. Pringle, the Conserv- 
ative member for Cornwall and 
Stormont who was defeated at the 
last election, had made quite a 


study of the Bank Act and his; 


defeat was attributed by some to 
an anxiety on tke part of the 
banks to eliminate:a critic so well 
informed and aggressive. Unfor- 
tunately at present the Dominion 
Government is a _ chronic 
borrower and it hardly has a free 
hand in dealing with the situ- 
ation.

But, 
except along the border,our coins 
are only accepted in the United 
States at eighty per cent of their 
value and this naturally has the 
effect of reducing to the minimum 
their circulation in that country. 
The silver coins of both countries 
are only worth as bullion about 
forty per cent. of their face value, 
The seignorage or profit made by 
the Government on coining silver 
is quite large and_ there 
would be a greater coinage and 
of course @ greater profit if all the 
fractional silver used in Canada 
came from our own Mint. 


Noxious Weeds Act 
~ {S Being Enforced. 


Those who were under the im- 
pression that the Noxious Weeds 
Act would not be enforced this 
year are being disappointed. 
Since the 15th of July over 
twenty-five .cases of neglect to 
destroy weeds have been heard. 
In all of these cases excepting 
two the defendant was convicted 
and a fine imposed. One of the 
latest cases heard was against the 
Imperial Development Company 
of Winnipeg for neglecting to 
destroy weeds on their ‘property 
at Taber. The Company was 
fined $40.00 and costs. On Mon- 
day, the 16th, a Councillor for a 
Local Improvement District in 
the northern part of the Province 
wts fined $10.00 and costs for 
neglecting to employ men to des- 
troy weeds on the road allow- 
ances. Six cases will be heard in 
Taber thigs.week and five in 
Raymond on the 25th. The Weed 
Inspectors intend to see that their 
instructions are carried out this 
season.

Threshed Wheat 
, and Sowed It 


ce 


CLOVER BAR MAN ESTABLISHES 
RECORD IN NORTHERN ANNALS, 


(Strathcona Pluindealer.) 


_, The provincial record for the 
first field of this year’s wheat 
threshed belongs undoubtedly to 
a farmer in the Clover Bar dis- 
trict, a few miles east of this city. 
Lust week Mr. Reynolds, who, by 
the way was the first to harvest 
winter wheat in’ this locality, 
found that it was difficult to sec- 
ure seed wheat for this season’s 
sowing, and not wishing to delay 
too long decided to thresh the 
crop recently harvested. The 
thresher was accordingly run 
into a five-acre field and the re- 
gult of the first job of the. season 
was an average yield of 35 
bushels to the acre. The grain 
was of excellent quality and sev- 
eral bushels are now sprouting 
for the harvest next year, as Mr. 
Reynolds at once seeded several 
acres of ground he had prepared. 
So far as records to hand show, 
this is a feat that has never before 
been accomplished in northern 
farming annals as the seed for 
fall wheat crops must be held 
over one year, thus limiting con- 
siderably the acreage the aver- 
age farmer is able to sow. 

The wheat which Mr. Reynolds 
threshed is known as Closson’s 
Red chaff, and is the variety 
which was-mentioned in the 
Plaindealer some time ago, when 
almost ready to harvest. A rep- 
resentative of this paper-saw 
the field last Friday when the 
threshing had taken place and;at 
firat glance could scarcely credit 
the fact that the straw stack was 
from this year’s crop.

, However it may be explained, the 
fact remains that: the world of man- 
The kind, heathen and civilized, realizing 
ib (5b: sin, feels conscience-stricken and an- 
tty Se ticipates punishment. of-some kind for 
violation of recognized laws and prin- 
ciples of our being. Ignorance, super- 
’. stition, mental unbalance and theory, 
‘supported. by priestcraft, have led 
mankind, heathen and civilized, into; 
a fear of an eternity of torture as a’ 
‘punishment for ‘sins, This the Apos- 
tle calls, “Doctrines of. demons’’ (I. 
Timothy iv., 1)... And no ‘doubt the 
‘demons were responsible in ‘some 
measure for the deduction of this 
doctrine of: eternal torment; because 
‘fear is one of the most powerful in- 
fluences they can bring to bear upon 
“fallen humanity as they‘seek to capti- 
wate:‘them to sin... Those’ who have 
had much to do with Spiritism (think- 
ing that they ‘were. communicating 
with their dead friends, but really fel- 
lowshiping with: fallen “angels, called 
demons inthe Scriptures), tell'us that 
‘at: the beginning these “lying spirits’’ 
gained control’ of their wills -by -tell- 
ing thein that they. should pray much, 
- even while ‘presenting to them. al- 
luring, sinful suggestions (I;.Timothy 
‘iv., 1). As:a later step they tell them 
that everything is glorious. and every- 
body happy’ ‘‘in the spirit land,” and 
that sins of‘the:present. life are unim- 
. ‘portant matters. Later on they prick 
“their subjects’. conscience and: work 
tupon their fears and’ tell them that 
wtheir case is hopeless and that they

rational understatiding (of; what’ sin j15 
and of what-its*real’ penalty consists. 
Obedience. to .its’ instructions -brings 
proportionate: ,ymeusures of : harmony 
with God: and’rightéousness- and - re- 
sults in love,zjoy, peuce and a holy 
‘spirit or disposition. . 
|. Many: experience great difficulty. in 
ridding their minds of the “‘doctrines 
‘of demons”’—that the wages of sin .is 
eternal’ torment. They’ find ‘it ‘diffi-: 
* ‘cult to:believe the Truth onthe sub- 
ject, which the. Scriptures present, 
* namely, that ‘“‘The wages of.sin is 
. ‘death; but the. gift of God is eternal 
life, through’ Jesus Christ our Lord” 
(Romans vi, 23). God’s ‘proposition is 
that all sinners egainst his just laws, 
after full opportunity, shall be ‘‘utter- 
ly destroyed” (Thessalonians i, 9; Acts 
‘hi, 23). The power of eternal life re- 
sides -in-God, and-he sssures us that 
he will not give it to uny except those 
who come into harmony with him. 
Eternal life has not b‘en thrust ‘upon 
our race. It-is entirely contrary to 
‘the Scriptures to assert that man 
must live somewhere to all eternity, 
either in joy or anguish. The. Scrip- 
tures assure us to: the contrary of this 
—“All the wicked will. be destroyed.” 
Our Lord declures. thut God is able 
‘to destrny both soul and bedy in Ge. 
henna. He who alone has the power 
“of eternal life hus mud» no provision 
whereby sinners ‘can-obtnin it and 
thus injure themselves and discredit 
the Divine, Government to: all etern- 
ity. The gift of-God is eternal life, 
and. that gift will be bestowed only 
upon those, who demonstrate a heart 
‘desire in harmony with God and _uc- 
ceptance of his provisions for their 
recovery from sin and death through 
his Appointed Way—Jesus Christ the 
‘Righteous. Thus. we read, “He that 
believeth ‘on the Son hath everlasting 
life; and ,he that believeth not the 
‘Bon, shall not see life; but “the wrath 
of God‘abideth on him’”’ (John iii, 36). 
The experience of our first parents 
‘well illustrates: the lesson of our text. 
Mother Eve’s desire for knowledge 
should have confined itself to the Di- 
vine limitations; but she permitted it 
to wander disloyully. Evidently she 
turned over in her mind how wonder- 
ful: must be the wisdom of God, and 
how she would like to possess as much 
as the serpent suggested she might 
have, if she would but disobey God 
and eat the forbidden fruit. We can 
imagine that she had qualms of con- 
‘science—thit she hesitated to disobey. 
But to even stop to consider the pleas- 
ures, the udvantages, the desirability 


of transgression was to leave her mind 
open to a fresh assault. The serpent’s | 
next move was to. suggest to her a rea- 
son why her Creator had forbidden 
the eating of the fruit, namely, thet 
God knew that this would make them 
wise as himself, and that he did not 
wish for equals in knowledge, but de- 
sired to keep them in a condition of 
mental slavery throvgh ignorance. 
Such a suggestion should have been 
spurned by Eve, and was, no doubt, 
rejected ut first. No doubt she brought 
forth arguments to prove the merciful 
kindnes’ses and gencrosity of the Crea-- 
tor and thnt such an evil, selfish and 
ignoble spirit’ns the serpent suggested 
could not possibly belong to her Crea-

The main thing to be noticed is that 
the admission of evil desire into-our 
hearts, into our wills, is the beginning 
of sin—the conception of sin. Affer 


the conception it ie only a matter of 
time until it shall-be born, unless in 


some manner that sinful desire be 


quenched, be killed. Even then it will 
be- with serious consequences that the 
wrongly eonceived sin will’ be gotten 
tid of. The lesson is, as the Apostle 
suggests in the text, ‘the keeping of 
our hearts, our minds, so the:désires 
shall not. conceive. therein. “This 
means a Icyalty to God and. to the 
truth and to ‘righteousness, about 
which the world in general-knows lit- 
tle. It.means thet many kinds of de- 
sires‘and ambitions may be begotten 
in the heart and lead on:to one kind 
or another kind of sinful development. 
Let us .then hearken to the Lord, 
“Keep thy heart with all diligence; for 
out’ of it are the ‘issues of life’ (Pro- 
verbs iv, 23). 

Eternal life or eternal death is the 


issue, not eternal happiness or eternal * 


misery. True, under God’s provision, 
all..who get eternal life will thereby 
get eternal happiness; but all who 
tail. to’ get ‘the ‘eternal life or, happi- 
ness in’ Gad’s provision ‘will get eter- 
nal death, the Second Death, utter 
extinction. As St. Peter declares, they 
shall be ‘‘as brute b2asts, made to b> 
taken and destroyed” (II. Peter ii, 
12), And 8t.’ Paul: says, “They shall 
be punished with everlasting destruc- 
tion from the presence of the Lord”’— 
‘pet wita everlasting torment (II. Thes 
salonians i, 9). i 
We have seen how sin entered, and 


that its. wage or penalty. of Divine de- 


cree- is death—extinction. And we 
have seen that mental, moral and phy- 
sical imperfections are merely ele- 
ments of our dying process. If this 
were all that the Bible jhad‘to tell us, 


-it would ,be valueless to us, for. why 


philosophize over a fact—if it, could 
not in any sense or degree be avoided? 
If there were:no hope, as the Apostle 
suggests, -we might as’ well eat, drink 
and be’merry and make no attempt 
specially. to strive against sin, and 
thus to bring -ourselves into conflict 
with. the weaknesses of our own na- 
tures and: our evil environment.: But, 
as the Scriptures declare, ‘“‘There is 
forgiveness with.thee, that,thou may- 
est be feared” (Psalm cxxx, 4). The 
very fuct. that God has provided: the 
forgiveness and made possible an-es- 
cape from the original death sentence 
and return to his favor—eternal life— 
makes life worth living and’ puts a 
new ambition, a new hope, a new en- 
ergy into all. those. who come to an 
unlerstanding of ite.)

‘sinners by heredity (Romans v, 12). 


In other words, the sentence of death 
was pronounced only against Father 
Adam. Everybody. else wlio dies 
merely shures in ‘his sentence ‘under 
the natural laws of » heredity. Then 
God condescendingly explains to us 


‘the philosophy of how. that one man’s 


sins being met, the merit can be 
made, applicable to all of~his poster- 
ity, so thut the death of one righteous 
man could satisfy the claims of jus- 
tice against the race us a whole. 

But we-inquire, where could the 
one man be found who would be will- 
ing to surrender his.own life for that 
of Adam ‘and his ruce? And if such a 
generous man could be found how 
could he, as a member of the con- 
demned ruce, be acceptable to justice 


“as’man’s Ramson Price? ‘The Scrip- 


tures again explain that no such man 
could be found amongst. Adam’s race, 
and that therefore God so loved the 
world that he gave his Son to be our 
Redeemer. Then the query ccmes, 


Would it be just for God to give his 
Son? - And the answer is Scripturally 
given, that He set before his Son a 
great joy, a high reward, and that the 
Son, fully in accord with his Father, 
delighted to do his will—‘For the joy 
that was set before him, endured the 
cross, despising the shume”’ (Hebrews 
xii, 2). We are assured that the re- 
ward for this. great transaction is a 
great one. The Apostle, after describ-

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


>| ~The fire truck arrived last week, 
‘and has been put in. commission, 
Its first run was on the alarm 
turned in from the Great West 
Lumber -Co.. mill last Saturday 
night. This was outside the.Town 
limits... The-truck appears to be 
satisfactory in every respect, and 
well worth the price: paid for it: 
Chief Meeres prepared specific- 
cations -for. converting the oid 
chemical into’a hose waggcn 
(copy attached), and we asked 
tenders from. the blacksmith 
firms in Town. Tenders were as 
follows: Springbett & Harvey, 
$125;. Fead & Reid, $175. We 
recommend the acceptance of the 
former. 

As the approach, to the fire hall 
is gravel, and heavy pulling to 
get the apparatus out and in the 
fire hall, we got from tne engineer 
estimate of cost of. building a 
concrete approach. This was 
$95.00. We recommend that this 
be put in, also concrete walk 
from this approach to the Town 
offices and Police Station. There 
is enough surplus to do this. lt 
will be necessary to build a six 
foot plank walk from Mackenzie 
St. to the fire hall. 

We submit herewith copies of

Having received a request for 
‘| sewer connection from Mrs. Ellis 
and W. E. Lord for their houses 
on Douglas street, we requested 
the engineer to prepare estimates 
of cost.

$1116.75. This would only serve 
Mr. meinholt and Mr, Lord. To 
buiid to Poplar Street would cost 
$2929.08, and this would only 
serve A, T. Stephenson and Mrs.

until such time as the sewer is 
laid in front of the property; pro- 
vided they close up their wells 
and use town water. — 

We recommend that we be 
authorized to have the arch in 
front of the fire hall covered with 
2 ply felt and V joint. The cost 
is estimated at $24.25. 

We were notified by the Sec’y 
of the Separate School Board of 
a vacancy in the Board. We in- 
terviewed him to-day and sug-} 
gested that as the vacancy was 
hardly created regularly, it would 
be advisable for the old Board to 
act till the annual election which 
is early in December. We also 
pointed out that the board should 
consist of five members instead 
of three. 

Mr. Patterson of the Concrete 
Co. called at the office with an 
offer to sell out their plant to the 
Town. We told him we did not 
favor the proposition, but sug- 
gested that he write to the Coun- 
cil when the matter would be 
brought before them in regular 
form.
